DALLAS, Tex as.—Marshall Island 
nativ es w a n t to become United 
States Nationals, or be u nder the 
protection of this cou ntry .

Thf* Gov ernment has cu rtailed civ ilian trav el by 
ordering the railroads not to make reserv ations 
on passenger trains more than fiv e day s in adv ance 
of departu re and by banning sleeping car serv ice 
on trips of 450 miles or 
less. 


A lot of people are assu ming that, with the 
Eu ropean war ov er, the trav el situ ation on trains 
shou ld hav e eased u p by now. 


Bu t they are finding ou t that it’s harder than 
ev er to get space. T he y ’re asking themselv es, 
"W hy ?” 


T he reason is simply that the railroads are 
being called u pon to repeat a job of mov ing ov er 
3,000,000 soldiers. Bu t this time it is to be done 
in 6 to 9 months w here.is originally it took more 
than 2 y ears to mov e these men. 


I he railroads are still operating with the same 
nu m ber of passenger cars that they had when the 
w ar started. Bu ilding new passenger cars has not 
been permitted since Pearl Harbor. 


M any Pu llman cars hav e been conv erted into 


hospital cars, and, of cou rse, more Pu llmans and 
coaches than ev er are being withdrawn from 
civ ilian serv ice to u se in the mov ement of men 
to the Pacific. 


T he great hu lk of traffic for the Pacific fu nnels 
into 4 railroads to ports of embarkation, in Cali­ 
fornia. Santa Fe, with its improv ed facilities, is 
carry ing a large part of this traffic. 


This all adds u p to the fact that only a v ery 
limited amou nt of space is left ov er for civ ilian 
trav el.

W hat It Means To Preach Christ 


Beginning this week we wish to p resent a series o f medita­ 
tio ns o n what it means to p reach Christ. 


In o rder to preach Christ, the Bible mu st be p reached fo r He 
Is the great su bject o f the Bible. The message o f the Bible co u ld 
fwell be su mmed up in the statements: Christ is co ming; Christ has 
|co me; and Christ is co ming again. The message o f the Old Testa- 
Iment in ty pe and shado w, in law, p ro p hecy , and p salms was Christ 
1 is co ming. The message o f the Go sp els is Christ has co me. The 
lepistles and the rest o f the New Testament emp hasize and p ro mise 
ith a t Christ is co ming again. Indeed Christ is the central theme o f 
the entire Bible. Pau l say s o f the lawr o f Mo ses, “So that the law 
is beco me o u r tu to r to bring u s u nto Christ that we might be ju sti­ 
fied by faith.” (Gal. 3:24 ) Ho wev er, Pau l reminds Timo thy that 
the law itself mu st be u sed lawfu lly . (Tim. 1:8) In o ther wo rds, 
if it is p ro p erly tau ght and ap p lied it will serv e that p u rp o se. 
Christ can be p reached by p reaching the Old Testament tho u gh, fo r 
\ he was the Christ o f p ro mise and p ro p hecy . He was the Christ fo r 
who m the wo rld was kep t in waiting, the Christ fo r who m Go d was 
'p rep aring the wo rld. Fo r fo u r tho u sand y ears ev ery ty p e, p ro mise, 
[and p ro p hecy p o inted fo rward to him. Fro m the day Go d to ld Ev e. 
[“Yo u r seed shall bru ise the serp ent’s head,” do wn thro u gh the 
'p ro mise to Abraham, “In thee shall all o f the families o f the earth 
[be blessed,” and in the message -o f ev ery p ro p het, Go d kep t His 
[p eo p le reminded o f the co ming o f Christ. 
Yes, the p ro p hets 
p reached Christ; Peter declared, “Yea, and all the p ro p hets fro m 
Samuel and them that fo llo wed after, as many as hav e sp o ken, 
they also to ld o f these day s.” 
The. Old Testament p ro p hecies 
preached the Christ that wo uld co me. To day we p reach the Christ 
who has co me in fu lfillment o f all they p redicted co ncerning him. 


Jo hn the Bap tist came as a sp ecial messenger o f Go d’s grace 
to the Jews. His p u rp o se was o ne o f p rep aratio n. He did no t co me 
to bu ild a chu rch, establish any new institu tio ns, o r institu te any 
p ermanent p ractices. 
His message, ministry , and wo rk was alto ­ 
gether p rep arato ry in natu re. Of him Isaiah p redicted, “The v o ice 
o f o ne that crieth, Prep are y e in the wilderness the way o f Jeho v ah; 
make lev el in the desert a highway fo r o u r Go d. Ev ery v alley shall 
be ex alted and ev ery mo u ntain and hill shall be made lo w.” (Jsa. 
4 0:3-4 ) So , Jo hn was a messenger befo re the face o f the Lo rd to 
p rep are the way fo r him. He was to remo v e the difficu lties in the 
hearts and liv es o f the Jews and get them ready to receiv e Christ. 
Acco rdingly , he p reached u nto them rep entance to wTard Go d that 
they might co rrect their attitu de to ward Go d and be p rep ared to 
believ e in Christ. As a sign o f su ch rep entance, he co mmanded 
them to be bap tized. He did no t fu lfill the p ro mises and p ro p hecies 
o f the Old Testament co ncerning the Christ, bu t came p rep aring 
the way fo r the Christ o f who m they sp o ke. 


It is singu lar that du ring the p erso nal ministry o f Jesu s the 
ap o stles themselv es were no t allo wed to p reach that he was Christ. 
When Peter had co nfessed that Jesu s was the Christ, the reco rd 
tells u s, “Then charged he the discip les that they sho u ld tell no 
man that he was the Christ.” (Matt. 16 :21) Again in Lu ke 9:21, 
we read, “Bu t he charged them, and co mmanded them to tell thi* 
to no man: say ing, The So n o f man mu st su ffer many things, and 
be rejected o f the elders and the chief p riests and scribes, and be 
killed, and the third day be raised u p .” Thu s we learn that p reach­ 
ing Christ was still in a state o f p rep aratio n and that a fu ll mes­ 
sage o f Christ as the So n o f Go d was no t to be p ro claimed u ntil 
Jesu s had died and been raised fro m the dead. 


When Jesu s had co me fo rth fro m the dead by the p o wer o f 
Go d, he ap p eared u nto the ap o stles who m he had cho sen and 
trained and co mmissio ned them. 
Matthew’s reco rd o f this co m­ 
missio n reads thu s, “And Jesu s came to them and sp ake u nto them 
say ing, All au tho rity hath been giv en u nto me in heav en and o n 
earth. Go y e therefo re, and make discip les o f all the natio ns, bap ­ 
tizing them into the name o f the Father and o f the So n, and o f the 
Ho ly Sp irit; teaching them to o bserv e all things whatso ev er I co m­ 
manded y o u : and lo , I am with y o u alway s, ev en u nto the end o f 
the wo rld.” (Matt. 28:18 -20) 
Acco rding to the Go sp el o f Lu ke, 
Jesu s fu rther instru cted them, “Thu s it is written, that the Christ 
sho u ld su ffer, and rise again fro m the dead the third day ; and that 
rep entance and remissio n o f sins sho u ld be p reached in His name 
u nto all the natio ns beginning fro m Jeru salem. Ye are witnesses 
o f these things. And beho ld, I send fo rth the p ro mise o f my Father 
u p o n y o u : bu t tarry y e in the city , u ntil y e be clo thed with p o wer 
fro m o n high.” (Lu ke 24 :4 6 -4 9)
